leas publicists who use their 
wits. or half-wits as the case 
may be, for the purpose of un- 
dermining respect fer Jewish 
authority. And what might have 
been tolerably funny in normal 
times, has become vicious folly 
in times of crisis: but the spon- 
sors of these humorists, in 80

Too many people in this 
country seem to be unaware 
that sovereignty is inseparable 
from authority, and that the 
very foundations of a State are 
destroyed when smear takes 
the piace of argument.
